School movies can be tailored to the 
interest level of different age groups 
and class needs simply by re-recording 
the sound track. Instructional sound 
films can be produced quickly and at 
low cost. Since Super 8 film is more 
compatible to reduction from 16mm 
originals, it is expected that many ex¬ 
isting 16mm films will soon be avail¬ 
able in Super 8 format.

Business films with magnetic sound 
tracks can be produced by company 
personnel at low cost using the KODAK 
INSTAMATIC M100 Sound Projector. 
Films for personnel and sales training 
and other company activities can easily 
be kept up to date. Original scripts can 
be re-recorded in foreign languages to 
meet new selling opportunities in world¬ 
wide markets. 
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I Take your processed Super 8 film to your Kodak 
dealer for magnetic oxide striping, such as Kodak 
Sonotrack Coating. You will notice that the actual re¬ 
cording stripe is put opposite the sprocket holes on this 
new Super 8 film to assure better sound fidelity. Kodak 
Sonotrack Coating also adds a stripe to the sprocket 
side to balance the film and give more projection control. 

2 Now, project your striped film on the Kodak Insta- 
matic Ml00 Sound Projector and record your com¬ 
mentary through the microphone supplied with the pro¬ 
jector. At the same time, you can record background 
music or other special effects using your record player or 
tape recorder. A phono connector cord comes with the 
projector. You can record at either 18 or 24 frames per sec¬ 
ond to match the speed at which you operate your camera. 

3 You’re now ready to play back the sound track by 
rewinding and projecting the film again. If you wish 
to make changes in commentary or music, just reverse the 
film at a fast 24 frames per second. Then re-record until 
the sound is the way you want it. Re-recording automatic¬ 
ally erases the previous sound and substitutes the new. 
It’s just like using a tape recorder! And since only 18 
frames separate sound from picture, editing is easier.

A new DKR low-volt¬ 
age projection lamp and superfast f/1.0 lens pour out 
brilliant light to flood your screen with brighter, sharper, 
more colorful images than you’ve ever seen in home 
movies. Show them up to 7 feet wide if you wish. New 
Super 8 film’s larger picture area lets you dominate a 
living room, a classroom, a conference room with crisp, 
clear movies with a wealth of detail not possible with 
regular 8mm.

No diagrams to follow. Threading is auto¬ 
matic-through the film gate and all the 
way around the sound head. Film is then 
easily attached to the take-up reel without 
stopping or slowing down the projector.

It's accurate 
to a fraction of a decibel—lets you record 
at peak efficiency with precise, continuing 
volume control for optimal results.

The magnetic head on the KODAK INSTA¬ 
MATIC M100 Sound Projector is made of a 
new metal called Alfenol. It will record for 
thousands of hours without any loss in the 
quality of the sound produced. 


Microphone and phono inputs; 
Speaker outlet 

With the two inputs, you can record voices 
and music—separately or at the same time. 
The speaker outlet lets you play back the 
sound track through a separate speaker or 
your own home sound system. You can 
use the projector as a PA system, too. 


1200-foot 
reel capacity 

The KODAK INSTAMATIC M100 Sound 
Projector is furnished with a 400-foot take- 
up reel. But for full-hour, uninterrupted 
showings, optional 1200-foot reels may be 
used. The full 1200 feet of film can be re¬ 
wound in less than two minutes.

Lamp-saver switch —For local voltage adjustment. 

SOUND SYSTEM 

Magnetic head —Made of new Alfenol metal which provides lasting, 
uniform, high-quality sound from the magnetic track. A 3-position 
control (1) positions head for sound (2) removes for silent opera¬ 
tion (3) opens sound head system for manual unloading of film. 
Picture/Sound separation —There's only 18 frames between the pic¬ 
ture and sound for ease of editing—made possible by new scanning 
system at sprocket hub. 

Speaker —10 x 2-inch oval speaker is built in projector case. There 
is an output for playing through any external speaker and/or home 
sound system. (Projector accepts KODAK Duo-Twin Speaker Unit.) 

TRANSISTORIZED AMPLIFIER 

Record-play switch —Self-locking to prevent accidental erasure of 
sound track. Red light goes on automatically when projector is in 
record position. 

Volume and tone —Separate control knobs. 

PA facility —Projector can be used as a public address system. 
Switch on microphone circuit. 

VU meter —Enables operator to record at optimum volume level. 
Transistors— 5-2N2712; 1-2N1305; 1-2N1102; 2-2N2147. 

Frequency response —70 to 9,000 cycles at 24 fps.
